(57) A sanding glove or mitten 12 Includes hook-and-pile (velcro (RUM)) pads on the fingers 2, thumb 4 and 
palm 3 of the hand to which are attachable velcro-backed abrasive sanding pads for hand sanding. The velcro 
pads are effectively hinged together by the glove fabric to allow free movement of the fingers and hand. In one 
form, the entire gripping face of the glove may be formed of velcro and In a preferred form, a velcro patch (14, 
figure 9) Is provided on the rear of the glove for the attachment of spare sanding pads. /Vlso described are a 
velcro-covered glove for securing vefcro-covered objects and a velcro-covered sanding block to allow the 
attachment of velcro-backed sanding pads.

[Background] Abrasive sanding pads aie used in aUmdustiies for adneving a smooth surfi^ 
finish, there are mai^ hand held electrical tools whidi are made to hold sand 
poptr abrasives for canying outtiiis wodc. 

1. ibe disadvantage of using electrical sanding tools is they arc only good for aflat 
sorfecc. 

2. Hectrical sanding tools are clumsy and rHffimlt^ sometimes impossible to use in a 
confined place. 

3. Final finish is always best adiieved by hand and feel. 

4. The only problem with hand sanding is die abrasives wears away the skin fiom 

your fingers and can be very painfol, most times this happens without realizing until it is 
to late» tsdd]% several di^ to lecover fiom this type of iquiy, ¥Mch c^ 
possible loss of wodc.

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CLAIMS 



A Velcro (RTM) sanding glove vMdi has male Velcio to the grip side fiices of the thumb, 
fingers and pabn of the hand, to allow female Velcio backed abrasives sanding 
pads to be securely fixed in any position on the glove that is requiied for hand 
sanding. 

A Velcro sanding glove as daimed in Claim 1 where the male Velcro pads are 
hinged together by the material foiming tiie glove allowing fiee movement of the 
fingers. 

A Velcro sanding glove as claimed in Claim 1 or Claim 2 ^nhm the whole of the 
inside giq>ing fiice of the glove is made fiom Velcro. 

A Velcro sanding glove as claimed in Claim 2 or Claim 3 that protects Ae hand and 
fingers against contact witfi the abrasive side of the sanding pad. 

A Velcro sanding glove as claimed in Claim 3 or Oaim 4 that has amale Velcro 
patch on the back of the glove for carrying spare abrasive sanding pads. 

A male Velcro covered glove for securing objects that are covered by fiemale 
Velcro or have female Velcro attached to them. 

A female Velcro covered glove for securing objects that are covered by male 
Velcro or have male Velcro attached to them . 



A Velcro covered sanding block which has the sides and bottom surfaces covered 
vnOi male Velcro to aUow female Velcro badced abrasives sanding pads to be 
securely fixed to the Mode for hand sanding. 

A Velcro covered sanding block as in Claim 8 that has female Velcro covering the 
top sur£u:e of the block to allow it to be securely fixed in the palm of flie sanding 
glove. 
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
